Settlement in the Proteſtant Succeſſion is 
founded upon the Nation's having reſiſted 
a Popiſh Prince; and withdrawn their Allegi- 
ance from the whole Popiſh Line; and be- 


cauſe we are ſtill fighting againſt that Power,
